Regarding the 
curative effect of the remedy, most re- 
ports agree that despite the compara- 
tively short duration of its application, 
many patients have shown more or 
less pronounced improvement. It has 
been affirmed in a few cases that even 
a cure was established. 


Standing quite by itself is the asser- 
tion that the remedy may not only be 
dangerous in tases that have gone too 
far—a fact which may forthwith be 
conceded—but also that it actually 
promotes tuberculosis process, and be- 
ing, therefore, injurious. During the 
past six weeks I myself had opportun- 
ity to bring together further exper- 
iences touching the curative effect and 
diagnostie application of the remedy 
in the cases of about 150 sufferers 
from tuberculosis of the most varied 


Against the practical application of 
such dilutions of dead tubercule ba- 
cilli there presented itself the fact 
that the tubercle bacilli was not ab- 
sorbed at the inoculation points, nor 
do they disappear in another way, but 
for a long time remain unchanged, 
avd engender a greater or smaller sup- 
purative foci. The only important 
point was to extract from the tubercu- 
lar bacilli the curative sabstance. [ 
finally succeeded, with the aid of a 40 
to 50 per cent. solution, in obtaining 
the effective substance from the tuber- 
cular bacilli, and with the fluid so ob- 
tained I made furthe? experiments on 
animals.

The indenture assumes the 
same sticky covering at the beginning, 
but no nodule forms. On the follow- 
ing or second day after inoculation the 
the place where the lymph was in- 
jected becomes hard and assumes a 
darker color, which is not oonfined to 
the inoculation spot, but spreads. In 
a few days it becomes manifest by the 
skin thus changed necrotic, and finally 
falling off, leaving a flat ulceration 


which usually hea's sapidly and ;>rm- 
anently. This effect is not exclusively 
produced with living tubercular ba- 
cilli, but also observed with dead 
bacilli, the result being the same 
whether the bacilli is killed by a some- 
what prolonged application of low 
temperature or by the means of cer- 
tain chemicals. Tubercu!ozis in gninea 
pigs are killed by the injection of very 
amall quantities of diluted cultiva- 
tions. In fact, within six or forty- 
eight hours, according to the strength 
of the dose injetted, which it not suf- 
ficient to produce the death of the 
animal, may cavse extended necrosis 
to the skin in the vicinity of the place 
of injection. 

If the dilution is still further diluted 
the animals inoculated remain alive, 
and a noticeable improvement in their 
condition soon supervenes. If the 
injections are continued at intervals 
of from one to two days the ulcerating 
inoculation wound becomes smaller) a, 
and fina'ly scarsover.

Fashion Decrees Against the Point- 
ed Style. 


An Authority Gives Some Historical Points 
on the Subject — The Sq \arely- 
Trimmed Beard Return- 
ing to Favor. 

It has been decreed by the artistic 
barbers of Paris that the pointed beard, 
which has for so long a time held 
popular favor, is no longer the thing of 
fashion that it was. As has happened 
before in the history of the world, says 
the New York Sun, itis to be supplant- 
ed by another béard having many of its 
characteristics, but still different in its 
entirety. M. Henri Poujol, late of the 
Paris Jockey Club, and the greatest of 
American barbers, gives this reason for 
the change: 

‘The pointed beard,” he said, ‘‘has 
certain advantages over all others, and 
that is the reason why it has so long 


tinent last night that Senator 
Stewart's amendment to the Finan- 
cial bill had been adopted by the 
Senate.

The cry is re- 
echoed in this country, and the begin- 
ning of the end has come. The new 
beard resembles the one now about to 
be discarded im some respects. It is

A Washington dispatch says the

He lived in the 
sixteenth century, and was assassinated 
in his forty-third year by order of Henry 
III. The new beard is not likely to be 
so universally adopted as the other was, 
because it requires more care and at- 
tention.” 

There is another reason for the popu- 
larity of the pointed beard which Mr. 
Poujol did not refer to. That is, the 
fact that it assists the busy man in re- 
flection. Unlike any other beard, 
this one can be seized at its apex and 
twisted and pulled and fondled without 
in the slightest degree interfering with 
its good appearance. Itis no uncommon 
thing to see a man with a pointed beard 
twisting the point of it with a satisfied 
air while lost in reflection. 

Many prominent citizens who wear a 
pointed beard have not yet, apparently, 
learned the decree that has doomed 
it. They still go on wearing it 
as though the mandate of fashion 
was not the terrible. thing that every-

Their Methods In the Treatment of Their 
Cases, and Personal Bearing Toward 
Their Patients—Physicians’ Faith 

: in Themselves. 


Not the Regulars and the Homeo- 
paths. Discussion as to their respective 
merits is quite as much out of place 
nowadays asa heated argument on the 
claims of Calvanism and Arminianism. 
People hold their medical faith at the 
present day, through no exercise of the 
reasoning faculty, but by sheer pig- 
headedness, as the old theologians were 
wont to hold their dogmas; and they en- 


school, whatever it be, acontempt com- 
pared with which the ‘‘odium theolog- 
icum” is as brotherly love. The two 
schools to which reference is now to be 
made are not recognized in the cyclope- 
dias nor among the profession; but they 
exist all the same, and the line which 
separates them is drawn clearly and 
sharply across all the old medical sects 
and ‘*pathies.” 

There are all sorts of good names for 
these two classes of the medical faculty, 
writes Arthur E. Bostwick in the New 
York Saturday Review. We may call 
them the Recondite and the Familiar; 
the Mystic and the Frank; the Grandiose 
and the Simple: or the reader may 
choose anew designation to suit him- 
self. The physician of the former 
school or class bears the same relation 


to its suppliants. 
positive—often monosyllabic. His man- 
ner leads you to conclude at once that 
at a glance, or at least by 
aid of a few skillfully directed 
‘questions. His bearing is commonly 
high and mighty; if he descends to 
familiarity it is only too evident to 
those about him that he is conscious of 
the vastness of such adescent. Someof 
the most skillful and able physicians 
in the various branches of the profession 
are numbered in this class, and it is not 
to be denied that the effect of their 
bearing upon a certain kind of patient 
is beneficial. Some people like to have 
authority exercised over them; they 
like to feel that they are in the hands 
of one greater than they, who holds 
over them the wand of life or death, 
and by atwist of it can kill or cure. 
They do not want to know what they 
are taking. If they are jold aught 
about their ailments they wish it to be 
done in the most learned language pos- 
sible; the more Latin the better. Pa- 
tients of this class are largely of the 
gentler sex, but plenty of the so-called 
sterner sex are to be found in its ranks. 
The other school of medicine acknowl- 
edges, to start with, that a physician i: 
rarely certain in his diagnosis; that he 
must usually experiment a little a 
first. He tells his patient at the outset 
all he knows of the case, 


the patient into his confidence. His 
manner is free from grandeur, authority 
or mysticism, and his language is col- 
loquial and simple. 

It is a disgrace to the human race- 
but we shall be forced to admit it—th-’ 
for probably the majority of paticnts 
this kind of treatment, carried to its 
logical end, will not do at all. 
Only a man of the greatest gvod 
sense, combined with high educa 
tion and liberal culture, oan proiil 
by the extreme variety of this treat- 
ment; and even such a one, under 
the pressure of physical pain, may re- 
vert to the condition of the majority. 
In practice most physicians of this 
school, much as many of them would 
like to be consistent and logical, are 
forced to adopt a half-way course, lean- 
ing more or less toward the mysticism 
and grandiloquence of the opposite 
party. A skillful practitioner will often 
vary his manner and methods according 
to his patient, thus achieving the best 
results. . 

Therefore, in practice, there is: a 
pretty even gradation from the extreme 
mystical to the extreme radical phy- 
sician, even some of the former admit- 
ting the theoretical correctness of the 
radical views, but maintaining that 
they are not practical. It must be ad- 
mitted, however, that most of the mys- 
tics appear, outwardly at least, to have 
complete confidence in themselves, and 
to believe fully in the preternatural 
powers they seem to claim. Whatever 
they may confess to themselves in the 
secret recesses of their professional 
closets, the public never hears them 
acknowledge even the possibility of 
their making a mistake. If the disease 
does not yield to their blandishments— 
whether allopathic, homeopathic, ec- 
lectic or herbalistic—so much the worse 
for the disease. Let it be anathema for 
existing when it ought not to exist. If 
the treatment be altered, there is no ac- 
knowledgment that a new theory of the 
ailment is to be tésted; the patient is 
led to infer that the change of medicine 
is part of a plan formed within the deep 
recesses of the mystic’s brain at the ox*t- 
r set.

LEGEND OF ASH-KE-MUK. 


A Story of Indian Life in Musko- 
ka, Canada. 


During the summer vacation of 1878, 
I devoted my leisure time to trout-fish- 
ing, and for this purpose pushed away 
up into the wild, rocky region of north- 
eastern Muskoka, Canada, far beyond 
the limit of any of my former explora- 
tions. In the vicinity of Bracebridge l 
engaged as ‘‘guide, philosopher and 
friend,” an old Iroquois Indian, who 
knew every inch of the territory over 
which, if his own account was to be be- 
lieved, he had roamed for nearly 
eighty years. 

One day as we sat smoking on the 


_ bank of a rivegs which my guide said 


was the Ash-ke-Muk, the old Indiaa 
pointed to a-spot about twenty feet up 
the face of a precipice, and said: 

“You see that cave? Wonderful 
thing happen there once; me tell you 
about it.” 

I looked closely at the place indi- 


| cated, and saw, through a tangled maze 
of wild.creepers, what appeared to bea 


dark hole, some three feet wide and five 
feet high. John said this was the en- 
trance toa latge cavern, the existence 
of which had been quite unknown to 
his tribe, formerly inhabiting the 
fertile plain, until revealed to them by 
the occurrence of events which he pro- 
ceeded to relate.- I will not attempt to 
follow the old man’s vernacular, but 
give the legend in his own simple 


| words as nearly as I can.

long, long time ago,” said he,

quois tribe, dwelt upon .the good land, 
where we stopped last night. Game 
was plentiful in those days, both win- 
ter and summer. The river, then much 
bigger than now, was full of fish. My 
people raised much corn, and were con- 
tented and happy. Where are they 
now? Gone! Gone! All gone but poor 
old John! The white man’s rum and 
small-pox, the white man’s ways have 
swept them from the earth. 

‘Our head chief, Matchedash, was a 
great warrior and ruled his people 
wisely and well. He had no sons, and 
but one daughter, Minnekoma, beauti- 


| ful as the morning sun, fleet of foot as 


a wild deer, with eyes like stars, and 
hair glossy as the raven’s wing. All 
the young men of the tribe laid their 
gifts at her feet, only to he rejected. 
But one brave, Ojetka, would not be re- 
pulsed. Dar und bear ho svuusut tor thi 
choicest spoils of the chase and brought 
them to her wigwam; yet still she 


turned coldly away. 


‘Ojetka was a crafty, cunning war- 
rior, and with rich presents bought the 
Aly 
Minnekoma’s face was 


listen. Matchedash was much angered; 
but she was his only child and had great 


_ influence in the tribe, and he would not 
| give her away against her will. 


None 
could tell why the maiden refused to 
marry, unless it might be that she had 
given her heart to a Huron lover; for 
some time before, Thyendaga, a noted 
with which the 
Iroquois were then at peace, had asked 


_herin marriage and had offered her 


father great wealth in gifts. But the 
old chief spurned him away, saying 
that his daughter must wed only an Iro- 


_quois; and none of our tribe had seen 
' the Huron since. 


Ojetka hid hiegrief 
and put on a careless air to throw Min- 
nekoma off her guard, but all the time 
he was on the watch; and one evening 
wheri the sGn was low, he saw her leav 
the lodge and wander slowly away into 
the forest. 

“Even Ojetka dared not be seen to 
follow or spy upon Minnekoma’s move- 
ments, so he went off, at first another 
way, to the woods and then made a wide 
sweep to strike her trail. Soon he 
found this and crept along it, sure, slow 
and silent as a panther. In a little 
while he came to a clear spot, where 
had been an old camp, and saw Minne- 
koma standing there with bowed head, 
listening. Pretty soon he heard the 
low call of a pigeon, and-then Thyen- 
daga stepped out from the other side, 
and clasped the young squaw in his 
arms. Ojetka’s heart burned with rage, 
and softly he drew an arrow to its head, 
but dared not shoot while the two stood 
together. Bime-bye, they turned and 
came straight toward bim, and now he 
let his arrow fly; but the starry eyes of 
Minnekoma had seen hini! Quick as 
the lightning’s flash she bent the 
Huron down, and the arrow passed over 
his head. Then, out from his cover 
sprang Ojetka, and, whirling his toma- 
hawk in the air, sent it flercely at his 
rival’s breast. 

“But Thyendaga, tall and: springy as 
acedar, strong as an oak, was now 
ready, and the bright blade whistled by 
without hurt, and, with his own toma- 
hawk upraised, in three great leaps he 
was upon his foe. His first blow struck 
the knife from Ojetka’s hand, and the 
next buried the axe in his brain. Down 
like a log he fell dead. Thyendaga 
shouted acry of victory and stooped 
down to tear off the scalp, but at that 
moment was seized on all sides at once 
by six l[roquois who were returning 
from a huntand had come to the place 
of the fight just as Ojetka fell. Now 
they bound the prisoner between two 
warriors, and taking up the dead body, 
set off to camp, singing the song of 
mourning as they went. Soon the coun- 
cil was called, and, although it was 
clearly shown that the Huron had 
killed in his own defense, he was con- 
demned to die by rurining the gauntlet 
That nizht he was tied to a tree and 
guarded by three warriors; but he- was 
well fed, and his legs were ieft un- 
bound, so that he might be strong and 
make much sport when the time came, 

“All night long Minnekoma watched 


for a chance to free him, but the gnards

slept not, and the wesning Came, ‘i'nen, 
when the sun was high, all the warriors 
and squaws afd children went out tothe 
plain to see the race for life. Twolines 
were formed, six feet apart, with fifty 
At the 
top, where the prisoner was to start, 
were young men armed only with green 
rods and blunted spears; then came 


| those armed with knives, and at the far 


end of the line stood old warriors with 
tomahawks and war-clubs. The pris- 
oner was to run between the lines, 
every man giving him a blow, and, if 
he reached so far without falling, the 
warriors who bore the axes and clubs 
would surely kill him. The guards now 
led Thyendaga out, stripped him naked, 
except moccasins and breech-cloth, and 
placed him at the head of the lines. He 
sang no death-song, but looked proudly 
uround upon his enemies. 

‘‘The word was given; the guards re- 
leasei him and closed up the gap be- 
hind. But the brave Huron, instead of 
running between the ranks, leaped with 
one mighty bound clear over the line to 
his left and flew like the wind toward 
this cliff. The Iroquois were struck 
with wonder. No man had power to 
stir until Thyendaga -had got far away; 
and then, raising the war-whoop, they 
all gave chase, spreading out like a fan 

is they ran None had their bows, and 
aven now Thyendaga was beyond the 
reach of arrows. 

“Straight and fastas a hunted deer 
he leaped along, and when he came to 
‘the top of the rock above us, was the 
half of a mile ahead of his pursuers; 
but they could see him all the time, for 
few trees were here. Now he never 
stopped or looked back, but with a wild 
yell of defiance sprang far out from the 
edge of the rock, down, down into the 
deep waters below. In a little while 
the Iroquois, all crazy with anger, very 
much .mad, came up. Thyendaga was 
not to be seen; and they could not get 
down to the river at this place. Some 
kept watch on the bank while others 
ran two miles down to the gap and 
brought back canoes. Everywhere they 
searched, but no sign could they find of 
the Huron warrior; and all then -knew 
that he was lying drowned at the bot- 
tom of the deep hole where no lin 
could reach. — : 

‘In great shame they went back to 
the camp, and the squaws and little 
children made game of them: For. had 
not their prisoner escaped and died 
without torture? But Minnekoma re- 
joiced because of this thing; though she 
greatly mourned for her lover. Every 
day she walked alone through the rocks 
and forest, always weeping and calling 
softly on the name of Thyendaga. None 
followed or gazed upon her grief, for 
they said: “The maiden’s heart is sore.’ 

‘Two moons passed away and the 
leaves were falling, when one day she 
wandered off to the spot where Ojetka 
died. Here for along time she stood, 
faintly and sorrowfully whispering to 
the soft wind again and again herilov- 
er’s name. Suddenly, near at hand, she 
‘heard the rustle of leaves and the coo- 
ing of a wood-dove, and Thyendaga 
himself stood before her. No wordscan 
tell her joy when she found it was in- 
deed he, and not his spiris, as she 
thought. Quickly he led her to asafe 
hiding-place until it should grow dark, 
and as they went along he told her how, 
when he leaped that day into the deep 
waters, he rose again and climbed up 
the vines into a cave (that one above 
us), which none but he knew of, before 
the Iroquois came to the river; and 
when the search was ended, and the 
black night came down, he escaped 
easily to his own people. Also, he told 
her that his canoe was now concealed 
down the river, and he had come to 
bear her off as his wife, 

‘‘Minnek6ma’s heart was melted, and 
when great darkness fell upon the 
earth that night, she went with the 
Huron chief away across the lake to his 
home. The nextday, al the Iroquois 
warriors looked for her in vain; but 
with great cunning they tracked the 
two footprints over bare rocks and 
through thick woods, to the edge of the 
water. There they found marks of a 
canoe, and, lying on the sand, a chief’s 
totem, which Matchedash well knew. 

‘The Great Spirit,’ said he, ‘has 
saved Thyendaga, and he has borne off 
my daughter. We will make a new 
peace with the Hurons, for they are 
mighty and strong. It is good: medi- 
» cine.’ 

“So, next moon, he sent the wise men 
of his tribe with gifts of wampum and 
tobacco and costly furs to that people; 
for the old chief greatly loved his child. 
Thyendaga was now the head of the 
Hurons, and for the sakewf his wife he 
‘accepted the gifts, and sent back many 
rich presents and kind words in return. 
Then all were happy. There was a long 
peace, and it was from the lips of Min- 
nekoma that the Iroquois first knew of 
this cave I have shown you.” 

Poor old John told this little story 
with indescribable pathos, and it may 
betrue. He lived for five years after- 
ward, and if ever an Indian deserved to 
go to ‘“The Happy Hunting Grounds,” 


surely it-was he.—W. ‘Thomson, in N.
